Examiner's Amendment

In claim 1 , line 19: - - said catheter tip and said catheter shaft defining discrete 
structures, - - has been added after "central shaft portion," and before "said catheter tip". 

In claim 16, line 11:-- said catheter tip and said catheter shaft defining discrete 
structures, - - has been added after "second region;" and before "said catheter tip". 
Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -26 and 58-60 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose or suggest, either alone or In 
combination, the catheter comprising a catheter shaft, balloon, and catheter tip having 
the claimed structures (such as the recesses in the tip) where the catheter tip and 
catheter shaft define discrete structures and the tip proximal end is attached to the shaft 
distal end. 
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7. Regarding claim 1 6, tine prior art does not disclose or suggested, eitlier alone or 
in combination, the catheter comprising a catheter shaft, balloon, and catheter tip 
having the claimed structures (such as the recess and the stiffening fibers in the tip) 
where the catheter tip and catheter shaft define discrete structures and the tip proximal 
end is attached to the shaft distal end. This coupling location is located proximal to the 
inflation balloon.
